sunset had my immediate surroundings 
been agreeable. These were un-American 
enough, but the retirement of Old Sol 
was a strong reminder of home. 
Yes, 


then- were the streaky clouds, neither 
rosy red nor golden in their tint, but an 
indescribably beautiful blending of the 
two; Mow them the delicate green, 
which all too soon disappoints the admi- 
ration of the observer, and, surrounding 
the glorious orb, the saffron splendors 
which characterize in n pre-eminent de- 
gree the sunsets of America, and, as I 
now know, of the Mediterranean also. 


Tin- voyage of forty-eight hours ex- 


hausted Ur. Talmage, who did not sleep 
a wink throughout tho time. He main- 
tained his habitual cheerfulness, how- 
ever, living out his doctrine that people 
who travel should find something better 
to do than complain of the discomforts 
of tbo way, and vex their friends with 
then-cital upon their return.

over 6,000 miles in twenty-eight days,

IN ALEXANDRIA. 


The arrival of our steamer created 


0teat excitement in the harbor. It was 
soon surrounded by boate containing fel- 
lows of many nationalities, yelling for 
dear life. These amiable beings were 
agents for boats and hotels, porters, beg- 
gars nnd toutrrs for jobs, and were a less 
agreeable reminder of home than the 
beauties on which my ambitious pen 
commented a few moments ago. 


We stopped at Alexandria only tw< 


hours, pursuing our way to Cairo will 
only this inconsiderable break in the 
journey 
However, we uid 
manage 


while at Alexandria to cat a substantia 
breakfast, to see I'onijjey's Pillar and tc 
drive over to the palace of the khcdivc 
His highness happened to be at Cairo 
and we did not see him. We were taken 
throusli tl.e beautiful palace gardens 
which A ere in full foliage, and ate fruil 
from i lie trees, while an attendant made 
'^ouqu.'lsof roses for the ladies of the 
part* 


Our arrival at Cairo was on the even- 


ing of Nov. 26. We were nil pretty well 
fagged out. and more than ready for the 
really -uijiorb accommodations awaiting 
us. 
We found our hotel surrounded by 


a garden n hicb flourished in tropical 
luxuriance 
What was more to the pur- 


pose, an excellent dinner awaited our at- 
tention, and comfortable beds the occu- 
patjcy i if |«?opk- who new 
needed them 


more. The hotel was a surprisingly 
good one. I think I should not exag- 
gerate in describing it as equal to tho 
fttiB^.i New Voi k. hut the management 
was not i'|ii;il to ibe task of excluding 
from it flii-s and mosquitoes.

Select a number of slips of paper of ono 


size, cards would bo better, and let the big 
Bister, who is apt to be the good angel as 
well, copy on each c»rd a quotation from 
some author.

The best way to employ it is to fill 
an average boiler, say of fourteen gallons, 
with water, adding half a pound of soft soap, 
and when all is boiling thoroughly pour in 
one and a half tablespooufuls of petroleum. 
Then put in the clothes and boil them for 
half an hour before lifting them out, and 
rinse them in several waters.

soap, water and paraffine should be added 
to make up for loss as successive lots of the 
clothes are boiled.—Herald of Health

The Race Problem Again. 


The shooting to pieces of eight negroes 


by a mob of 800 masked men in South 
Carolina does not look as though the 
race problem was near being solved yet- 
In fact, the truth must be confessed thai 
it is far from being solved. In collec- 
tions of prison statistics there is one 
thing that cannot easily be explained, 
and that is tho relatively large number 
of colored convicts in the state prisons, 
even of the north. What that implies, 
what is the reason of it, no one can as 
yet explain. 


In tho muddle, a few points seem clear 


to those who wish to examine the negro 
question without prejudice and with a 
sincere desire to do justice to both black 
and white. It is certain the south is 
overloaded with a negro population. 
Thoy are poor and must live by working 
for others. There is not work enough 
to go around, consequently swarms of 
them are idle, a constant menace to 
civilization in the southern cities. 


To remedy this deplorable state, Sena 


tor Butler has introduced the negro emi- 
gration bill. It proposes that tho blacks 
shall be assisted by government to scat- 
ter out among the northern states and 
western territories, thus giving them 
work and relieving the south. Senator 
Call introduced a resolution that wo 
purchase Cuba, and deport our negro 
population thither. Senator Morgan, of 
Alabama, wants them to go to the great 
freo state of Congo, in Africa, and help 
civilize the natives. 


It has been proposed that one or more 


of the southern states of the Union, in 
which the blacks already preponderate, 
bo given up to them exclusively, white 
people moving out. It is said by those 
who claim to bo informed that there is 
today far less miscegenation between 
the two races than there was in slave 
times, and that the tendency of both 
black and white to keep to their own 
raco becomes more pronounced the 
lon^fr the negro remains free.

Tho COIIRO Free Slate. 


A nobler chapter in human history hue 


seldom been written than that which 
records the founding of the free state of 
Congo in Africa. 


It originated with King Leopold II of 


Belgium. In 1876 he called a council 
of distinguished African travelers of all 
nations, and obtained their judgment on 
the best means of opening Africa to 
civilization. His idea was that it must 
bo done by tho methods of peace and 
justice, not those of rapine and blood- 
shed. In 1877 the African International 
association of tho Congo was formed at 
Brussels by delegates from most of the 
nations of Europe and from the United 
States. An executive committee of three, 
a German, Dr. Nachtigall, a Frenchman, 
M. do Quatrefages, and an American, 
Uenry S. Sanford, of Florida, were ap- 
pointed to establish scientific stations 
along the Congo. Stanley headed the 
pioneer corps of surveyors. 


In course of time the freo state of 


Congo was formed. It included 2,400,- 
000 square miles of territory. 
It is 


matter of congratulation to us that tbi 
first country to recognize tho new stat 
was the United States. 
This was in 


President Arthur's term, April 22, 1884 


Under the Congo state government th 


navigation of the river Congo and of th 
Niger is to bo free for all time. King 
Leojiold II is the sovereign head of th 
government. The state, however, has 
no connection with Belgium, nor is it in 
any way dependent. Four hundred a 
fifty native chiefs have given their al 
legiance to the government. It is a 
present an absolute monarchy. King 
Leopold issues the laws by royal decree 
They are drafted and submitted to him 
by tho heads of department who are ap 
pointed by the king. The expenses o 
the government are defrayed from the 
private fortune of King Leopold. Tin 
government has never been self support 
ing, though it is hoped to make it so 
within six years. 


The governor general of Congo di 


reels its affairs under the superintend 
ence of King Leopold. In four yean 
more the Congo railway will be com 
pleted. By agreement of the powers al 
an international conference in Berlin 
which closed Feb. 20, 1885, Congo is to 
remain forever an independent, neutra 
state, free to the commerce of all na- 
tions. The most hopeful sign of all is 
that tho native chiefs themselves havi 
agreed to co-operate in this attempt to 
plant civilization on the Congo. 


A New Artificial Butter. 


Plants of machinery have been erect 


ed in Germany for the making of art! 
flcial butter from the oil of the cocoa 
nut. 
At Mannheim a single factory 


turns out C,000 pounds a day of the prod 
uct. 
The cocoanut butter contains 7( 


per cent, of Cut. The rest is organic 
matter, nearly half being albumen 
African, Brazilian and South Sea Islam 
cocoanuts arc used. Tho industry is be 
coming profitable, and the United States 
consul at Mannheim recommends thai 
it be started in this country. 


Why not? Brazilian cocoanuts are 


nearer to us than to Germany, if there 
were facilities for shipping. There is 
something peculiarly appetizing anc 
aesthetic in the thought of cocoanut 
butter. Vegetable oils are preferable to 
animal oils for food. They are cleaner 
than animal oils and fats can be. There 
is no unpleasant flavor about them, such 
as is sometimes found in milk and butter 
from the food a cow has eaten. Cocoa- 
nut oil has a faint sweet flavor of its 
own, 
grateful to both smell and taste. 


One great argument in its favor is the 


cheapness with which this cocoanut but- 
ter can be made. It costs only a little 
more than half as much as butter from 
milk. Then, too, it is entirely free 
from disease germs, of which there is 
always more or less danger in all animal 
food. Even cotton seed oil butter is bet- 
ter than cow's butter containing tuber- 
culosis germs. 


Senator Payne is a millionaire many 


times over. It was at his suggestion that 
Sergeant-at-Arms 
Leedorn appointed 


Silcott cashier of his office. It has been 
mentioned that Senator Payne could 
turn into the treasury of his country the 
amount lost through Silcott. This would 
relieve an awkward dilemma all around, 
It would relieve the pockets of congress- 
men on the one hand, on the other'it 
would free them from the odium which 
might attach to them if they vote their 
salaries to themselves out of the treas- 
ury.

The conversation was kept up with 
bitterness until the arrival of Ihe boat at the 
city, when it was learned that a meeting of 
the citizens to sustain the Government would 
be held at Independence Square, on that day. 
At the meeting one of the speakers slated 
that it w is reported Robert Tyler was in 
sympathy with the -South, and was in the 
habit of speaking in their defense.

It appeared that an altcnipl 


would be made lo arrest him. One of his 
friends, who was present, fearing for his 
safely, hurried to his office and 
informed

hired a carriage and was driven to Frank- 
ford, where he took the cars to Bristol.

11 id they arrested him he would 


bave been locked up and deprived ol' his lib- 
erty.

Urislol on the night of his arrival.

friends, believing him lobealoyal man. fear- 
ing an attempt might be made to molest him, 
and for the high estimation they hud for his 
family, called on Mr. Lee, who was to have 
charge of tbe parade, and requested him not 
(o march bis men in the neighborhood of Mr. 
Tyler's house. 
Ho assured them that no 


demons! nil inn should be made that would 
give any cause of alarm to Mr. Tyler or his 
family. 
About Ihc lime the procession got 


into line it commenced lo rain ; when they' 
reached lo Dorrance slreet, the rain increas- 


ing, Lee marched his men up to Wood, down 
to Mill, and they were dismissed, no de- 
monstration having been made against Mr. 
Tyler. Col. Montgomery and other citizens 
called on the family and assured them that 
they would not be disturbed. 
They were in 


great fear and excitement, and the next 
morning Mr. Tyler left for New York. 


A few days after, the writer being iu New 


York, passing up Courtlandt slreet, met Mr. 
Tyler and bis wife oa their way to the depot. 
1'hey both appeared glad to meet me, and 
Mr. Tyler commenced lo lulk about his exit 
Yoin Philadelphia. 
He inquired particular- 


y about the state of feeling of the people in 
relation lo the charges made against him, 


ml said he had been maligned and misrep- 


resented by persons who had led him into 
conversation on the questions of the times 
for the purpose of misrepresenting him in 
lis attitude to the Government, through 
malice and political jealousy. 
He had no 


interest in the Soutli personally or pecuni- 
arily ; his wife and children were born in 
he North, and here was his home and 
'riends. 
He was for peace and not for war. 


In the course of our conversation he asked 
f I thought he would meet wilh personal 
nterference if he returned to Philadelphia. 
lie said he had no fears of any one molest- 
ing him in Bristol. 
I advised him not to rc- 


urn to tbe city until the exciletnent against 
liim had died out, and recommended that be 
write lo the Mayor of Philadelpha, stating 
'ally and clearly his feelings and altitude 
toward the Government, and ask him in case 


IB returned to Philadelphia, if he thought 
10 would be molested, and 
if be were, 


whether he could protect him from violence. 
He thanked me for my advice and we parted. 


After the close of the war I was at the 


Merchant's House in Philadelphia, a»d there 
I met Mr. Tyler ; he had arrived the night 
before. 
He said he was pleased to meet an 


old citizen of Bristol, and in course of con- 
versation referred to our last meeting in New 
York. I said to him, you should not have 
left the North ; it was a mistake ; you had 
better remained, as the excitement against 
you would have soon died out. 
He replied, 


I took your advice and wrote lo the Mayor 
of Philadelphia; he promptly answered my 
letter and said he thought my return to 
Philadelphia would be attended with serious 
consequences; that the excitement against 
me was so great that he could not promise 
me protection from personal assault. 
Find- 


ing myself, as it were, an out-law, I had no 
other alternative but to leave the North and 
take a position that was repugnant to niv 
feelings anil against my best interests.

llurcn, James Wall, son of Ex-United States 
Senator Garrett I). Wall, of New Jersey,and 
Robert Tyler, son of John Tyler, Ex-Presi- 
dent of the United States, who cnmc inlo 
manhood about the same lime in the worhl'8 
histoty, accomplished und welt educated in 
the science of law and political economy, 
whoso admirers would speak of them in the 
highest terms am! prophesy that the dny 
would conic when the Government, would be 
upon their shoulders. 
Had they adhered 


strictly to their professions ihe day never 
would have come when, one a senator of the 
United States, and the other a Clerk in the 
Supreme Court, would bave been impi ironed 
ami driven troru their homes on a charge of 
uttering treisonuble sentiments against their 
government.

Hut thin is, aft*r ail, the 
nnallcflt part of tho work of a prosperoua ex- 
change. It is tho order department that is 
the renl source of income, and the display of 
daintio* and substantial of every variety. 
There in a supply of delicate cake, pastry, 
rolla, etc., vikildo t» all, but tills ia tho mere 
auggcstiun of what is actually received and 
delivered. Ono woman, for example, «up- 
pli« connoiimie, nent in the form of jelly, and 
ready to melt and servo. This is a soup ap- 
parently beyond the power of tho ordinary 
cook to compass, and there are many house- 
keepers who prefer to buy this product, which 
has proved Itnelf absolutely certain in quanti- 
ty, to venturing upon experiment! at homo. 
Even tho professional cook of ten lacks a some- 
thing that is found in tho work of these wo- 
men who supply through exchanges. 


"With brains, sir," said Sir Joshua Rey- 


nolds when asked with what he mixed his 
colors, and it is just, as true that the food 
Into whose composition brains have entered 
lias a flavor, a delicacy, above all an un- 
varying standard, that no average cook ever 
attains. It takes a little time to secure this 
result, but It comes before long to every suc- 
cessful worker in this field. 


I Another fart hius no less bearing upon tho 
success of such an undertaking. Preparation 
in small quantities sw.ures a liner and moro 
satisfactory result than is ever possible in 
larger amounts. For tho occult reasons for 
this there is no room, though wo all know the 
magic in the words "hand maoV" and have 
perhaps discovered by person* experience 
that where a double or treble quantity of 
any form of food is required, it is always best 
to inako the single rulo several times rather 
thin take the whole bulk of material. The 
exchanges have all been demonstrators of 
th'.s fact, and thus the housekeeper who has 
once tested their work shuns tho groat baker 
ios, 
oven those of highest reputation, an 


pays gladly the added price for the mor 
delicate handling. 
1 The restaurant department has shown it 
self as one of the most important, at least in 
ils possibilities. Not only unsold food can 
lw utilized, but wherever established it has 
been shown that, tinder wise management 
the restaurant pays and Incomes popular 
Ono difllculty has been in tho inexi«rienco o 
those in charge, and thus a sense that on]' 
tho least was given that could be called i 
money's worth. Hut this phase, natural in 
beginning unfamiliar work, has ended after 
• little experience, and the sharpest critic 
could not now find fault with tho amounl 
served at any woll known woman's ex 
change. 


"Why have we been so slow to see their 


advantages*" writes one of tho contribute: 
of Good Housekeeping. "If they are so use- 
ful • method of helping the liotter class ol 
women who must earn, why has not every 
pity more than one, and why is there con- 
stant suspicion of favoritismf" 


This is a popular question and a popular 


accusation. 
Inquiry and observation have 


both been brought to liear, and so far as In- 
dications go, one lieromes tolerably certain 
that both are very likely to come from those 
who havo done imjierfect work and been in- 
dignant nt its rejection. Favoritism some- 
times shows itself, for the managers aro hu- 
man, 
and may lie at times biased by personal 


preferences. But as a whole tliere is singular 
fairness. The work is much of it voluntary, 
though the larger ones aro finding it well to 
pay gooj salaries to competent managers. 
The idea has spread so insensibly and is still 
surrounded by so much question and uncer- 
tainty, not in actual fact, but in the minds 
of those unfamiliar with tho workings of ox- 
changes in general, that it is not regarded as 
possible that every town of any size could 
support, in groat part at least, tlio contribu- 
tors to such an undertaki.ls.—Helen Camp- 
bell in Good Housekeeping.
